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PREFACE

This report on the Second Conference of Members of Parliament 
from the NATO countries is submitted in accordance with the pro- 
visions of House Joint Resolution 501, which authorized congres- 
sional participation in this meeting. Inasmuch as the delegations of 
the Senate and the House of Representatives were separately named 
to the Conference, this report is submitted on behalf of the Senate 
delegation in my capacity as chairman of that group. 

For purposes of a unified representation at the Conference, I was 
in Paris elected chairman of the joint Senate-House delegation. In 
that capacity I wish to take this opportunity publicly to record my 
deep appreciation for the fine assistance and cooperation which I re- 
ceived from every member of the combined delegations. The Congress 
and the American people can be justly proud of their representation 
at this Conference. 

It is also appropriate at this point to thank those numerous officials 
both in the United States Embassy in Paris, under the direction of 
Ambassador Douglas Dillon, and also in our Mission to the North 
Atlantic Treaty Organization, under the direction of Ambassador 
George W. Perkins, for their continued and most helpful assistance. 
The United States is indeed fortunate to have such devoted and able 
public servants. 

General Lauris Norstad, Supreme Commander, Allied Forces, 
Europe, also deserves our deep gratitude for the many courtesies and 
much assistance he gave us.

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A. BackGrounp 


The North Atlantic Treaty was signed at Washington on April 4, 
1949, by the Foreign Ministers of Belgium, Canada, Denmark, France, 
Iceland, Italy, Luxembourg, the Netherlands, Norway, Portugal, the 
United Kingdom, and the United States. Subsequently, its member- 
ship was expanded to include Greece, Turkey, and the Federal Re- 
public of Germany. 

The principal obligation of the treaty is contained in article 5 in 
which— 


the parties agree that an armed attack against one or more of 
them in Europe or North America shall be considered an 
attack against them all; and consequently they agreed that, if 
such an armed attack occurs, each of them * * * will assist 
the Party or Parties so attacked by taking forthwith, indi- 
vidually and in concert with the other Parties, such action as 
it deems necessary, including the use of armed force, to restore 
and maintain the security of the North Atlantic area. 


According to article 11, the provisions of the treaty are to be carried 
out— 


by the Parties in accordance with their respective constitu- 
tional processes. 


Since the creation of NATO, principal attention has been given to 
building a defensive military alliance capable of deterring military 
attack on the treaty area. The basis for cooperative development of 
joint defense facilities is found in article 3, which provides that— 


the Parties, separately and jointly, by means of continuous 
and effective self-help and mutual aid, will maintain and 
develop their individual and collective capacity to resist 
armed attack. 


In giving effect to this article the United States has provided mili- 
tary assistance on a bilateral basis to its NATO allies and, recipro- 
cally, the NATO allies have provided military assistance and made 
bases available to the United States in the interests of mutual defense. 
Although principal emphasis thus far in NATO has been on its 
development as a defensive military alliance, in recent years increasing 
attention has been given to article 2 of the treaty. That article states 
that— 
The Parties will contribute toward the further development 
of peaceful and friendly relations by strengthening their free 
institutions, by bringing about a better understanding of the 
principles upon which these institutions are founded, and by 
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promoting conditions of stability and well-being. They will 
seek to eliminate conflict in their international economic 
policies and will encourage economic collaboration between 
any or all of them. 


One aspect of the relationship between the NATO countries which 
has not received very much attention until recently concerns the de- 
velopment of closer relations between members of the legislative bodies 
of these countries. In November 1954 Lord Ismay, Secretary-General 
of the North Atlantic Treaty Organization, in his report on the first 
5 years of NATO, suggested the possibility of bringing about— 


a closer relationship between the Organization and members 

of national legislatures. 
He offered the facilities of the International Staff of NATO should 
legislative representatives 


wish occasionally to hold a combined meeting. 


Acting on this suggestion which had received earlier support from 
representatives of Norway, certain members of the Canadian Parlia- 
ment took steps in 1955 to organize a conference of members of the 
parliamentary bodies from the NATO states. That Conference held 
in Paris from July 18 to 22, 1955, was attended by a delegation from 
the United States House of Representatives under the chairmanship 
of the Honorable Wayne Hays of Ohio. 

It adopted a resolution relating to future meetings of the representa- 
tives of parliament, which reads as follows: 


RESOLUTION ON FUTURE MEETINGS OF MEMBERS OF PARLIAMENT 
FROM NATO COUNTRIES 


This meeting of members of parliament from NATO 
countries: 

Recalling that the aim of the North Atlantic Treaty is 
both to encourage the defense of member countries and to 
contribute to the economic, socia!, and cultural development 
of the people united within the framework of the Atlantic 
community ; 

Considering that achievement of the latter aim would be 
facilitated by closer relations between the members of the 
representative assemblies of the different countries and con- 
sidering that this is particularly desirable in the case of the 
legislative branches of the member states who have by solemn 
treaty pledged themselves to the mutual defense and welfare 
of their respective peoples through the far-reaching initiative 
in international relation that is NATO; 

Believing that these discussions between members and the 
NATO authorities and between members themselves have 
already been of great value; 

Invites the speakers of the various parliaments concerned, 
according to the procedures which they think appropriate, to 

‘ send delegations to a similar meeting each year ; 

Expresses the wish that the governments of the countries 
here ert facilitate through NATO Council further 
meeti 
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Considers further that before we separate, a continuing 
committee should be selected, composed of the present officers 
and other members of the steering committee, 15 in number, 
to include 1 from each NATO nation and with the right of 
substitution to make arrangements for the next meeting; 

This meeting further considers that such a continuing com- 
mittee would require some secretarial assistance of its own. 
This should be, for the time being, on a part-time basis. The 
necessary finance, which should be quite small, should be pro- 
vided by the participating governments or parliaments con- 
cerned on a basis to be mutually agreed. 


B. Basis or SENATE Participation In NATO Conrerence 


Initial Senate participation in the NATO Parliamentary Confer- 
ence was authorized in 1955 by passage of House Concurrent Resolu- 
tion 109. That resolution which was effective only for the year 1955, 
provided for the appointment of not to exceed 14 Members of Congress 
to meet jointly with representatives of other parliamentary groups 
from NATO countries for the purpose of discussing problems of com- 
mon interest related to the maintenance of peace in the North Atlantic 
area, 

It proved impossible for a Senate delegation to attend the 1955 Con- 
ference because of the press of Senate business. In the light of the 
favorable comment of the delegation from the House which attended 
that session, however, the Senate in 1956 approved House Joint Reso- 
lution 501, which authorized participation of not to exceed 18 Members 
of Congress in such annual meetings as may be called. 

That resolution, under which the present delegation proceeded, reads 


as follows: 
[Public Law 689, 84th Cong. ] 


Resolved by the Senate and House of Representatives of the 
United States of America in Congress assembled, That not to 
exceed eighteen members of Congress shall be appointed to 
meet jointly and annually and when Congress is not in session, 
with representative parlhamentary groups from other NATO 
(North Atlantic Treaty Organization) members, for discus- 
sion of common problems in the interests of the maintenance 
of peace and security in the North Atlantic area. Of the 
Members of the Congress to be appointed for the purposes of 
this resolution (hereinafter designated as the “United States 
Froup”), half shall be appointed by the Speaker of the House 
from Members of the House, and half shall be appointed by 
the President of the Senate from Members of the Senate. 
Not more than five of the appointees from the respective 
Houses shall be of the same political party. 

Sec. 2. An appropriation of $36,000 annually is authorized, 
$6,000 of which shall be for the annual contribution of the 
United States toward the maintenance of the North Atlantic 
Treaty Parliamentary Conference and $30,000, $15,000 for 
the House delegation and $15,000 for the Senate delegation, 
or so much thereof as may be necessary, to assist in meeting

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the expenses of the United States Group of the North At- 
lantic Treaty Parliamentary Conference for each fiscal year 
for which an appropriation is made, such appropriation to be 
dispersed on voucher to be approved by the Chairman of the 
House delegation and the Chairman of the Senate delegation. 

Sec. 3. The United States Group of the North Atlantic 
Treaty Parliamentary Conference shall submit to the Con- 
gress a report for each fiscal year for which an appropriation 
is made, including its expenditures under such appropriation. 

Sec. 4. The certificate of the Chairman of the House dele- 
gation and the Senate delegation of the North Atlantic 
Treaty Parliamentary Conference shall hereafter be final 
and conclusive upon the accounting officers in the auditing 
of the accounts of the United States group of the North 
Atlantic Treaty Parliamentary Conference.—Approved 
July 11, 1956. 


In approving this resolution, the Senate Committee on Foreign 
Relations in its report, emphasized three things: 

First, it noted that in order to avoid conflict between participation 
in the NATO conference and the responsibilities of Members of Con- 
gress when Congress is in session, United States participation was 
authorized only “when Congress is not in session.” 

Second, the Committee Report emphasized the distinction between 
resolutions authorizing United States participation in the NATO 
Parliamentary Conference and the so-called Atlantic Union pro- 
posals. The Committee quoted with approval its report on House 
Concurrent Resolution 109 of the previous year which noted that the 
meetings were of an “informal character, following the pattern of 
the Interparliamentary Union meetings with which Members of the 
Senate are familiar” and that “Members from Congress will attend 
in their individual capacities.” 

Third, the report of the Committee on Foreign Relations invited 
attention to the views of the Department of State set forth in a letter 
to Chairman Walter George, dated May 21, 1956. That letter read 
in part as follows: 


It is the understanding of the Department of State that 
House Joint Resolution 501 is a product of the meeting of 
representatives of NATO parliamentary bodies held in Paris 
in July 1955, and that its purpose is to make provision for 
participation by Members of the United States Congress in 
future meetings of this kind, which are to be held annually. 
The Department of State warmly endorses the proposal em- 
bodied in House Joint Resolution 501. The political and 
psychological solidarity of the Atlantic alliance is one of the 
objectives of United States foreign policy. Within NATO, 
we are constantly exploring measures by which cooperation 
among the member countries can be made more intimate, 
more productive, and more durable. While steady progress 
is being made, it is clear that supplementary efforts outside 
the NATO organizational structure offer significant oppor- 
tunities for additional progress. Therefore, the Depart- 
ment welcomes the initiative which the Congress has taken in 
conjunction with other NATO parliamentary bodies to estab- 
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lish regular interparliamentary conferences. We believe 
that such conferences will help to foster closer personal con- 
tact and understanding among the individual legislators, 
will stimulate greater public knowledge and support of the 
NATO relationship, and will provide unique opportunities 
for the mutual study and discussion of common Atlantic 
problems by outstanding political leaders in the several 
NATO countries. 

There is considerable evidence at the present time that the 
forces hostile to free society are placing increased emphasis 
upon nonmilitary techniques in shale endeavors to penetrate 
and divide the free world. It is therefore appropriate that 
free peoples consider the development of supplementary 
forms of contact and association to strengthen their unity. 
We are convinced that regular meetings of the kind proposed 
can make a genuine contribution to better understanding and 
more effective cooperation throughout the Atlantic com- 
munity. 

In general, the Department believes that this effort serves 
the purpose of improving and extending NATO cooperation 
in nonmilitary fields and of developing greater unity within 
the Atlantic community to which the NATO member coun- 
tries attached such great importance at the last Ministerial 
Meeting. 

©. ORGANIZATION OF DELEGATION 


As required by House Joint Resolution 501, the President of the 
Senate appointed 9 Senators and the Speaker of the House rep 
9 Members of the House of Representatives to serve on the delegation, 
not more than 5 of the appointees from the respective Houses being 
of the same political party.

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Senator Theodore Francis Green, of Rhode Island, was named chair- 
man of the Senate group and Representative Wayne Hays of Ohio was 
appointed chairman of the House group. 

At a delegation meeting held in Paris on November 18, it was decided 
to name one individual to serve as chairman of the combined United 
States delegation. Senator Green was elected chairman. Repre- 
sentative Wayne Hays was elected to serve as the United States mem- 
ber of the Standing Committee of the NATO Parliamentary 
Conference.

D. Untrep States DELEGATION PARTICIPATION IN THE CONFERENCE 


Although members of the United States delegation participated in 
the Conference “in their individual capacities,” as noted in the report 
of the Committee on Foreign Relations, there was virtual unanimity 
on each position taken by the delegation. Had it been necessary for 
any rollcall vote to be taken on any resolution before the Conference, 
however, the United States delegation was so organized as to enable 
members to vote as individuals. No such rolleall vote was required. 

In line with the views of the members of the Senate delegation, 
Senator Green, in his opening remarks at the Conference, drew atten- 
tion to the fact that members of the Conference were there to speak “as 
individual members of our parliamentary bodies and not as representa- 
tives of our governments * * *.” He also emphasized that attempts 
to attach the NATO Parliamentary Conference in a formal way to 
NATO might “lead to fear on the part of some people that NATO is 
moving in the direction of an international government * * *.” Such 
fears, he noted, “may breed distrust of the existing organization.” He 
emphasized that NATO is an organization “based on the principle of 
sovereign equality of all” members and that it “draws its support from 
sovereign states and not from an international parliament.” 

As indicated below, members of the United States delegation par- 
ticipated actively in formulating several of the resolutions which were 
adopted by the Conference. Furthermore, most members participated 
at one time or another in the 3 days of debate which took place. 
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The delegation was honored by the action of the Conference in 
unanimously electing Represent: itive Wayne Hays, chairman of the 
House delegation, to serve as its presiding officer for the current Con- 
ference and also for the forthcoming year. 


E. Conrerence ACTION 


It must be emphasized that the NATO Parliamentary Conference 
is in its formative stages. The Conference has not been established by 
treaty. The only formal document of any kind under which it op- 
erates consists of the rules of procedure printed in the appendix of 
this report. [See page 16. | 

Although resolutions were adopted last year and again this year, 
those resolutions are only recommendatory in character. They have 
no effect except insofar as individual fexidlstons may seek to have the 
legislative bodies of which they are members act upon them. In short, 
the Parliamentary Conference has no legal authority whatsoever. 

Resolutions, aside from those expressing opinions, may ask govern- 
ments, legislative bodies, or the Council of the North Atlantic Treaty 
Organization to take action. These resolutions, however, cannot com- 
pel action. Thus, in the case of the NATO Council, which was created 
pursuant to the terms of the North Atlantic Treaty as an instrument 
for giving effect to the terms of the treaty, the NATO Parliamentary 
Conference might pass resolutions asking the Council to make facili- 
ties available to the Conference next year or to give its attention to 
certain problems. In these instances, as in the case of resolutions in- 
viting governments to act or refrain from acting, there is no legal ob- 
ligation for the Council to comply. 

This problem is discussed briefly here so that the resolutions de- 
scribed below may be considered against this background. 

Resolution on parliamentary rolein NATO 

One of the subjects considered at some length during the Parlia- 
mentary Conference was whether the Conference should take action 
which might in time have the effect of relating the Parliamentary 
Conference organically to some existing institution, such as the Coun- 
cil of Europe or the North Atlantic T reaty Organization. In general, 
members of the United States delegation seemed to feel that the Con- 
ference should continue to operate on its present basis, as an informal, 
but regular, meeting of representative members of the parliaments of 
the NATO countries. In such capacity, members of the Conference 
could discuss problems of common concern, exchange views, delineate 
areas of agreement and disagreement, and in general increase their 
mutual understanding of the defense activities undertaken under the 
terms of the North Atlantic Treaty. 

The United States delegation had no objection to further explora- 
tion of the future role and activity of the Parliamentary Conference, 
however, and so supported the following resolution, which was 
adopted by the Conference on November 23. 1956: 


RESOLUTION BY THE RT. HON. WALTER ELLIOT, DELEGATION OF 
THE UNITED KINGDOM 


Tua this Conference invites the Standing Commitee to 
undertake either directly or by agency, a review of the ques- 
tions raised in debate on the functions of this Conference. 
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and to circulate a paper; so that the 1957 Conference may 
consider, in light of this study, if it so desires, whether the 
Conference should meet more frequently, whether the Stand- 
ing Committee should increase its numbers, whether the Con- 
ference should seek advisory or consultative status, and other 
similar matters. 


Resolution on increasing understanding of NATO 


During the Conference, Lord Ismay, Secretary-General to the 
NATO Council, and General Gruenther, retiring Supreme Com- 
mander, Allied Forces, Europe, emphasized that one of the things the 
assembled parliamentarians might do would be to help develop a 
broader understanding of the conception underlying the North At- 
lantic Treaty Organization. As a result of this suggestion, the Con- 
ference, on November 20, 1956, adopted the following resolution with- 
out objection : 


The Conference, realizing the importance of the role of 
parliamentary and popular understanding of, and sympathy 
with, the conception underlying the North Atlantic Treaty 
Organization remits, as a matter of urgency, to the Stand- 
ing Committee, the study of the problems raised in the 
speeches of Lord Ismay and General Gruenther, and in the 
debate in the full Conference on 20th November 1956. 


Budget resolution 


The small permanent Secretariat of the Parliamentary Conference 
is operating for the period July 1, 1956, to June 30, 1957, on a budget 
of 7,000 English pounds. This sum would not have been sufficient for 
Conference expenses, in addition to the annual costs of maintaining 
the Secretariat, had it not been for the fact that the International Sec- 
retariat of NATO provided the Conference with facilities for trans- 
lation, document reproduction, etc. 

In view of anticipated increases in the costs of maintaining the Sec- 
retariat for next year, when it will need to provide assistance for the 
meeting of several committees created by the Conference, the following 
budget resolution was adopted: 


Resolwed: 


Tat this Conference considers that, in order to carry out 
the important tasks laid before it by Lord Ismay and General 
Gruenther, in their speeches, a budget of 15,000 pounds per 
annum will be required, allocated on the present basis; car 

Invites the members of the Standing Committee to take up 
this question with their respective Governments. In addi- 
tion, the Conference invites the Standing Committee to dis- 
cuss with the NATO Organization the possibility of a con- 
tribution from NATO funds. 


Resolution on Humgary 


During the general debate, the Chairman of the United States 
delegation called attention to “the anguishing events of recent weeks” 
in Hungary and suggested that— 


there is action this body might take to draw public attention 
again to the crimes of the Kremlin in Eastern Europe. 
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He said that he hoped that— 


at the proper time and place a resolution may be introduced 
drawing attention to the gigantic crimes against human free- 
dom in the satellite states of Eastern Europe. 


A number of speakers made similar references to the situation in 
Hungary. Asa result, the Conference on November 21, unanimously 
adopted the following resolution which was introduced by the delega- 
tion from Norway: 


Wuereas the parties to the North Atlantic Treaty have 
declared their determination “to safeguard the freedom, com- 
mon heritage and civilization of their peoples, founded on the 
principles of democracy, individual ans and the rule of 
law”; and 

Wuereas events of recent weeks in Hungary have shown 
conclusively that the Soviet Union will not hesitate to use 
force to suppress human freedom ; 

Now, therefore, be it resolved that this Second Conference 
of Members of Parliament from the NATO Countries: 

1. Expresses its profound shock at the wanton use of 
force against the people of Hungary who have sought 
in the best tradition of human freedom to govern them- 
selves; and 

2. Arrirms its belief that these actions make the unity 
and the solidarity of the Member Nations of NATO in 
upholding peace and collective security against any ag- 
gression more imperative than ever. 


Resolution on North Atlantic area 


Several delegates from other countries introduced resolutions plac- 
ing strong emphasis on the need, in their opinion, for developing 
greater unity within the area covered by the North Atlantic Treaty. 
In the opinion of members of the United States delegation, some of 
these resolutions might have been construed as endorsing the creation 
of an organization which might impair the sovereignty of states mem- 
bers of NATO. 

When these resolutions were considered by the Political Committee, 
they were tabled and the following resolution was drafted and favor- 
ably reported : 


RESOLUTION PROPOSED BY THE POLITICAL COMMITTEE 


The Conference of Members of Parliament from the NATO 
Countries : 

Norte that Article 4 of the North Atlantic Treaty reads 
as follows: 

“The Parties will consult together whenever, in the opinion 
of any of them, the ter ritorial integrity, political independ- 
ence or security of any of the Parties is threatened.” 

Stresses the need for: 

(a) full and reasonable scope to be given by the North 
Atlantic Council to the interpretation of this Article, 
(b) the consultation to be political as well as military, 
(c) the consultation to be as far as possible between 
Ministers; 
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Cais upon the North Atlantic Council to give full scope 
to such interpretation and consultation so as to develop 
greater unity within the Atlantic Community. 

The United States delegation carefully examined the wording of 
this resolution to be certain that it did not imply an abandonment of 
the sovereignty of the United States. There was a particular effort 
to see that the language did not imply endorsement of the so-called 
“Atlantic Union” movement—an endorsement that would have been 
inconsistent with the individual views of the members. There was 
some discussion of the meaning of the phrase “Atlantic Community” 
and the American delegates concluded generally that this was to be 
interpreted as geographic designation only. 

In this connection the delegation noted with approval the words 
of the Chairman of the delegation, when he had commented in his 
opening remarks that no version of a resolution— 

calling for an Atlantic exploratory convention has ever been 
favorably reported out of the Committe on Foreign Relations. 


Furthermore, he had observed: 


to the best of my knowledge, the United States Department 
of State has never given its approval to any version of that 
resolution before the committee. 


After considering all of the factors, the United States delegation 
came to the conclusion that its vote could not be legitimately inter- 
preted as an endorsement of the “Atlantic Union” movement and did 
not vote against the resolution which was approved on November 23, 
1956. 

Resolution on oil 

The United States delegation was in France during the period when 
oil shortages resulting from the cutting of pipelines in the Middle 
Kast and the closing of the Suez Canal were first being felt. A con- 
siderable amount of debate during the Conference concerned itself 
with the economic, political, and military consequences which might 
result from any prolonged interruption of the flow of oil tothe NATO 
countries of Western Europe. Moreover, a number of the NATO 
states which would be hurt by the potential oil shortage had not been 
involved in the Middle East crisis. They felt that they were the in- 
nocent victims of actions over which they had no control. 

The views of the Conference were set forth in a resolution proposed 
by members of the Netherlands and Belgian delegations. This resolu- 
tion as favorably reported to the Conference by the Economic Com- 
mittee read as follows: 


RESOLUTION PROPOSED BY MR. WELTER, MR. FENS, MR. CALMEYER, 
MR. GERBRANDY, MR. GOEDHART, AND MR. IN’T VELD OF THE 
NETHERLANDS DELEGATION AND M. VAN CAUWELAERT AND M. 
DE KEYZER OF THE BELGIAN DELEGATION 


The Conference of Members of Parliament from the NATO 
Countries, 

CONSIDERING that the economic security and stability of 
Europe are endangered by the absence of petroleum supplies; 
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ConsIDERING that the repercussions on agricultural and in- 
dustrial production and on means of communication may 
entail unemployment with all its social consequences; 

ConswweriNnG that the Atlantic Community would itself be 
affected by the impossibility of procuring sufficient petroleum 
which would, in fact, result in the neutralization of Europe; 

ConSIDERING therefore that difficulties may also arise as re- 
gards military security ; 

Asks: 

That supplying petroleum to the NATO countries 
be considered as the essential start of a common policy 
and that effective mutual aid be organized by the mem- 
ber countries; 

That the NATO Council give this problem its atten- 
tion and that each delegation acts within its own Govern- 
ment to find the most appropriate solution. 


There was some concern on the part of members of the United States 
delegation that the language of numbered paragraph “1” which re- 
ferred to “the essential start of a common policy” and called for the 
organization of “effective mutual aid” was not clear, and implied the 
existence of a common policy which did not in fact exist at the time, 
and also might imply that the United States delegation was making 
a commitment to a a common policy involving mutual aid, of 
a type which the deleSation had no power to m: ake. Furthermore, 
the delegation noted that v igorous efforts were being made in Wash- 
ington to assist in solving the problem and that no action should be 
taken by the Conference which might prejudge the nature of the assist- 
ance which the executive branch of the United States Government 
might be prepared to propose. 

Following some floor discussion in which Senate and House dele- 
gates from both parties participated, the Conference agreed to amend 
paragraph 1 to read as follows: 


That supplying petroleum to the NATO countries be con- 
sidered a problem of common concern ; 


The United States delegation felt that this was an accurate statement 
of fact and consistent with the kind of resolution it could support. 
Thus amended, the resolution was adopted by a voice vote. 


Resolution establishing a Special Committee on Scientific and Tech- 

nical Personnel 

During the course of Conference debate, Senator Jackson of the 

State of Washington discussed the problem of the shortage of techni- 
eal and scientific personnel in the United States and in other NATO 
countries, and pointed out the situation in the Soviet Union where 
priority attention is being given the training of Soviet technical and 
scientific personnel. He introduced a resolution establishing a Spe- 
cial Committee to examine the present situation with respect to the 
training of such personnel in the NATO countries, as contrasted with 
similar training in countries of the Soviet bloc, with a view to making 
its findings and recommendations available at the next session of the 
Conference. 

85198—56——3 
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This resolution was considered by the Economic Committee, which 
reported it favorably. On November 23, the Conference passed the 
resolution which reads as follows: 


RESOLUTION PROPOSED BY SENATOR JACKSON-——THE ESTABLISH- 
MENT OF A SPECIAL COMMITTEE ON SCIENTIFIC AND TECHNICAL 
PERSON NEL 


Wuereas, the parties to the North Atlantic Treaty have 
agreed “separately and jointly, by means of continuous and 
effective self-help and mutual aid” to “maintain and de- 
velop their individual and collective capacity to resist armed 
attack” and to “encourage economic collaboration between 
any or all of them”; 

Wuereas, the capacity of NATO to resist armed attack 
and to continue that economic growth which is the corner- 
stone of its freedom depends in large part upon the develop- 
ment and use of its existing and potential scientific and 
technological talent; and 

Wuereas, there is evidence that members of NATO may 
not have directed sufficient energy either (a) toward the 
maximum utilization of existing scientific and technological 
talent, or (b) toward the development of new talent; 

Now, therefore, be it resolved that this Second C on ference 
of Members of Parliament from the N.z 17 O countries: 

1. Esrapiisnes, a Special Committee on Scientific and 
Technical Personnel to consist of one Representative 
from each state participating in this Conference; 

2. Requests, such Special Committee, the C hairman 
of which shall be designated by the President of the 
NATO Parliamentary Conference, to submit to the next 
session such findings and recommendations as it deems 
appropriate with respect to: 

(a) The present situation with respect to the 
training of scientific and technological personnel in 
the NATO Countries; 

(b) The relationship between NATO utilization 
of existing potential resources in this field and the 
utilization of similar resources by the Soviet Bloc; 

(c) The development of resources of scientific 
and technological personnel sufficient to enable the 
NATO Countries to maintain their individual and 
collective capacities to resist armed attack and to 
continue their economic growth essential to their 
strength and well-being. 

3. Requests, the Parliaments of States members of 

NATO, as well as the Executive Agencies of those States, 
to assist the Special Committee cre: ated by this resolution 
in its study. 


Subsequently, the Chairman of the United States delegation asked 
Senator Jackson to serve on the Special Committee thus created and 
he was named Chairman of the Committee by the President of the 
NATO Conference. 
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Resolution on aid to underdeveloped countries 

Mr. Ruygers, of the Netherlands delegation, proposed a resolution 
drawing attention to some aspects of the problem of assisting under- 
developed countries. The resolution, as introduced, read as follows: 


RESOLUTION PROPOSED BY MR. RUYGERS (NETHERLANDS) ON THE 
PROBLEM OF AID TO UNDERDEVELOPED COUNTRIES 


The Conference of Members of Parliament from the 
NATO Countries, 

ConsiperinG that freedom and peace cannot flourish in a 
world where the greater part of humanity is still living in 
conditions of poverty, ill health, and ignorance; 

Beuteves that prosperity all over the world has become a 
common voumnaniiaies 

Beureves further that aid to underdeveloped countries is 
consequently in itself a contribution to freedom and peace; 

Nores with satisfaction that many NATO Countries are 
already contributing to underdeveloped countries on a bi- 
lateral basis; 

Expresses the wish that the establishment of the Inter- 
national Finance Corporation will stimulate the flow of pri- 
vate capital to underdeveloped countries ; 

Invires member countries of NATO to promote—prefer- 
ably within the framework of the United Nations—the 
setting up of a multilateral fund for infrastructure invest- 
ments; 

Decipes to transmit this resolution to Governments and 
Parliaments of all member countries. 


This resolution, which some members of the United States delegation 
felt was too broadly drafted, was referred to the Economic Com- 
mittee for consideration. That Committee after study of the reso- 
lution reported to the full Conference as follows: 


The Economic Committee decided Unanimously to insert 
this Draft Resolution in its Reports to the Plenary (Session). 
The Committee agreed that on this matter no decision would 
be taken now. Thus the Committee Unanimously wished to 
stress the importance of this problem for the position of the 
whole Free World and the Committee invited the Rap- 
porteur to prepare a Report on this problem for next year’s 
Conference. 





This action was consistent with the position taken by the United 
States delegation, which felt that a resolution on this important 
subject should not be acted upon without far mere careful considera- 
tion than had been possible during the Conference. 
Lesolution concerning cultural exchanges 
One of the subjects debated during the Conference was that of the 
| cultural relations of the North Atlantic states. Following discus- 
sion which emphasized the need of greater cultural interchanges as a 
condition precedent to greater understanding and closer political and 
economic relationships, the Cultural Committee proposed a resolu- 
tion recommending that the Council of Ministers of the North At-

lantic Treaty Organization and the Secretariat of NATO (1) form a 
group of cultural experts to explore means of developing moral ties 
and cultural progress of benefit to the NATO states, and (2) organize 
a conference of university authorities and representatives of Min- 
istries of Education to study means of training scholars and tech- 
nicians in scientific research and the technical application of their 
studies. 

The United States delegation noted that there was some overlap 
between the functions of the proposed conference of university 
authorities and the work of the a Committee created pursuant 
to the Jackson resolution. The delegation felt that this potential 
overlap could be worked out between the two groups without much 
difficulty, however, and therefore supported the following resolution, 
which was adopted by the Conference on November 23: 


RESOLUTION PROPOSED BY THE CULTURAL COMMITTEE 


The Second Conference of Members of Parliament from the 
NATO countries, 

CoNSIDERING that it is in the essential interests of the future 
of the Atlantic Alliance to preserve and develop, in the con- 
sciousness of the Allied nations, the moral values on which this 
Alliance is based ; 

CoNSIDERING that it is in the highest and permanent in- 
terests of these Allied Nations to enrich, through close co- 
operation in all the domains of popular education and cul- 
tural life, the common, moral and intellectual heritage which 
has made the high level of their social life and political tradi- 
tions possible; 

ConsIpERING that this close collaboration is particularly 
essential in the domain of scientific research and for the train- 
ing of a sufficient number of senior technicians, capable of 
ensuring for the nations of the Atlantic Alliance the full 
benefit of modern scientific discover y and technical invention ; 

EXPRESSING its appreciation of the steps already taken in 
this direction by other organizations such as the Council of 
Europe, W estern European Union and the Atlantic Treaty 
Association, and desirous of benefiting from their coopera- 
tion; 

Horrne in particular that Governments will help to de- 
velop on a wider scale the exchange of U niversity scholar 
and students, and recognizing the eminent services rendered 
in this field by the F ulbr ight Programme; 

RecomMENps to the Council of Ministers and to the NATO 
General Secretariat: 

1)The formation of a group of cultural experts en- 
trusted with the explorations of every possible avenue of 
development, through close collaboration between the 
member countries, of the moral ties and cultural pr ogress 
which could be of benefit to the Atlantic Community; 
2) And, in a ular, the organization within the 
framework of NATO of a conference of U niversity au- 
thorities and the best qualified representatives of the 
national Ministries of Education in order to study the 
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most appropriate means of ensuring the training in the 
required quantity and quality, of scholars and technicians 
capable of maintaining for the Atlantic Community its 
traditional place and role in scientific research and the 
technical application of their discoveries ; 
Expresses the hope that at its next meeting it will be in- 
formed by the Council of Ministers of the action undertaken 
by NATO along the lines of these recommendations. 


F. Conciusion 


In the process of creating a new organization such as the NATO 
Parliamentary Conference, the question naturally arises as to whether 
another organization is needed and, if so, why? ‘There is already in 
existence one other parliamentary organization in which the United 
States regularly participates, the Interparliamentary Union. And 
there are similar groups in which members of the parliaments of other 
North Atlantic states participate, such as the British Commonwealth 
Parliamentary Association and the Council for Europe. 

The principal justification for United States participation in the 
NATO Parliamentary Conference is that this is the only interparlia- 
mentary group in which we participate and the Soviet bloc states do 
not. This fact makes it possible for interchanges to take place among 
friends with a common political heritage dedicated to the promotion of 
individual liberty. It also makes it possible for members of these 
parliaments of NATO to receive confidential briefings about the state 
of NATO defenses, of the type received during this Conference from 
General Gruenther and Lord Ismay. 

Furthermore, Conferences such as this enable elected representatives 
of the people within the NATO countries to meet together and ex- 
change views. Since most international meetings are between non 
elected members of the United States Government and their executive 
branch counterparts in other countries, opportunities for elected rep 
resentatives to participate occasionally in such meetings should be 
encouraged. 

The fact that this Conference was able to meet at a critical time, not 
only with respect to Soviet attacks on the satellite states but also at a 
time when some important differences among NATO members had 
developed in the Middle East, was of significance. Despite the fact 
that there has been much concern at the severe strains that have been 
imposed on NATO by these recent developments, the important thing 
is that NATO is surviving these strains and that every delegate to this 
Conference was able to subscribe to the proposition contained in the 
Hungarian resolution that— 


the oa and the solidarity of the Member Nations of NATO 
in upholding peace and collective security against aggression 
(is) more imperative than ever. 


The Senate members of this delegation to the Second NATO Parlia- 
mentary Conference are agreed that the meeting was most helpful to 
them in their understanding of some problems confronting NATO as 
a whole and other particular problems of individual member states. 
They hope that they were able to bring home to delegates from the 
other 14 NATO participants some of the problems that concern the 
American people especially.

CONFERENCE OF MEMBERS OF PARLIAMENT FROM 
THE NATO COUNTRIES 


Rvtes oF PROCEDURE 
( Revised ) 
February 1956 


In accordance with the resolution adopted by the Conference of 
Members of Parliament from NATO countries, held in Paris from the 
18th to the 22nd July, 1955, the Conference shall be constituted and 
shall conduct its proceedings as follows: 


I. OFFICERS 


Article 1 


At the opening of the session the Conference shall elect its Bureau 
from among delegates to the Conference. The Bureau shall consist 
of a President, three Vice-Presidents, a Secretary and a Treasurer, who 
shall all be elected by secret ballot. No two of these officers shall be 
of the same nationality. 

Article 2 


The Outgoing President or failing him the Senior Vice-President 
shall be Acting President of the Conference until the President’s elec- 
tion has been announced. The election of a President shall be the only 
matter which may be discussed by the Conference whilst the Acting 
President is in the chair. 


Article 3 


As soon as the Conference meets it shall proceed to the election of 
a President. If, after two ballots, no candidate has obtained an abso- 
lute majority, the candidate who, in the third ballot, obtains the most 
a shall be elected. In the event of a tie the issue shall be decided 
y lot. 
" As soon as he has been elected the President shall take the chair. 
The Conference shall then elect three Vice-Presidents, voting for all 
three in the same ballot. Any candidate or candidates obtaining the 
most votes shall be elected to the post or posts remaining to be filled. 
In the event of a tie the issue will be decided by lot. 
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The Secretary and the Treasurer shall be elected from among the 
delegates in the same way as the President. 

Precedence between the Vice-Presidents shall depend on the order 
in which they have been elected. If, as a result of this, two or more 
Vice-Presidents would have equal status, precedence between them 
shall be determined by lot. 

Office-holders shall continue to hold their offices until the opening 
of the next conference. 


II. Meetincs AND Vores 
Article 4 


The President shall open sittings and declare recesses and adjourn- 
ments thereof. He shall also enforce the rules, draw the attention of 
the Conference to matters which concern it, call on speakers, may 
propose to the Conference the closing of the list of speakers, announce 
the business of the meeting, call for decisions and announce the result 
of votes. 

The President shall forward copies of all resolutions and other 
texts carried by the Conference to the NATO Council of Ministers 
and to the presiding officers of the national parliaments of its member 
countries. 


A rticle 5 


The President shall maintain order and take all the necessary steps 
for this purpose. 


Article 6 


If the President is unable to preside, the chair shall be taken by one 
of the Vice-Presidents. 

If the President wishes to take part in a debate he shall cause one 
of his Vice-Presidents to take the chair. 


Article 7 


1. Unless the Conference decides to the contrary, all its meetings 
shall be public. 

2. Except for delegates, persons covered by Article 16 below, and 
persons working there, no one under any pretext shall enter the Con- 
ference. 

3. Members of the public admitted to the galleries shall remain 
seated and silent. Only persons duly authorized by the President or 
the Secretary shall be admitted thereto. 


Article 8 


No delegate shall address the Conference unless called upon by the 
President. 

Rapporteurs presenting the reports of their Committees shall have 
precedence over other speakers. 

The Conference may set a time limit to speeches. Any motion to 
do so shall be voted upon without discussion. Rapporteurs presenting 
the reports of their Committees shall not be subject to any limit. 
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Article 9 


No speaker shall be interrupted without his consent except for the 
purpose of calling him to order. 

If a speaker does not keep to the point of the debate only the Presi- 
dent may call him to order and, if the speaker persists, withdraw his 
right to speak. 

Article 10 


Anyone raising a point of order or any personal matter or moving 
the adjournment. or any other motion shall be called upon by the 
President to speak briefly on it. The point raised or motion made 
shall then be voted upon immediately without debate, except for the 
right of reply. The ruling of the President on all procedural matters 
shall be final. 
Article 11 


Every resolution paanenn shall relate to a matter placed upon the 
order paper either by the Standing Committee or—during the ses- 
sion—by the Conference. The P resident shall decide whether a reso- 
lution not on the order paper may be heard. 


Article 12 


1. Every delegate shall be entitled to introduce and speak upon 
amendme nts to proposals debated by the Conference. 

Amendments raised during the Conference shall relate to the 
text which they propose amending. They shall be signed by their 
proposer (s) and, in general, shall be presented in time to be com- 
municated to the Conference before the debate. The President. shall 
decide whether they are in order. 

Amendments shall be put to the vote before the text to which 
they relate. In the event of mutually exclusive amendments being 
proposed to the same paragraph, the proposed amendment differing, 
in the opinion of the President, most radically from the text, shall be 
put to the vote before the others. 


Article 13 


It shall at any time be in order to propose that a matter be referred 
back to a committee. Any motion to this effect shall be voted on by a 
show of hands. 

Discussion of any proposal shall not be interrupted because pro- 
posed amendment(s) to it have necessitated its being eventually re- 
ferred back to a erties unless the Conference decides to the con- 
trary. The Conference shall have power to fix a time limit which the 
committee shall be required to report on the amendments referred to it. 


Article 


Any Member of the Conference may propose the inclusion of 
aie items on the Agenda up to and including the opening sitting of 
the Conference. 

These proposals shall be considered by the Bureau and reported 
on to the Conference at the opening of the second sitting. 
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Article 15 


The vote on a proposed resolution or recommendation as a whole 
shall be by agreement unless a vote is claimed, when it shall be taken 
by roll call. 

A resolution or recommendation shall be carired if supported | 
two-thirds of the votes cast and at least half the votes of the Con- 
ference. 

Any delegate shall be entitled to demand a separate vote on any 
or every paragraph of a resolution. 

Any delegate shall be entitled to propose that any paragraph put to 
the Conference be divided into parts and that a separate vote be taken 
on each component part. In both these cases the vote shall be by 
show of hands. 

The same rule shall apply to proposals to break up one or more 
paragraphs of a resolution. 

4. If the result of any vote by show of hands is in doubt a vote 
shall be taken by roll call. 

A roll call vote can be demanded by any delegate and if sup- 
ported by ten delegates or more shall be taken forthwith. 

6. A roll call vote shall be taken in the French alphabetical order 
of delegations after an interval of five minutes to ascertain and record 
the individual voting figures within each delegation. Votes shall 
be recorded in the minutes of the meeting, and in the case of a recom- 
mendation forwarded to the appropriate quarter. 

7. The Conference shall elect its officers by secret ballot. Any vote 
for anyone who has not been duly proposed as a candidate shall be 
invalid. 

8. Votes other than those described in this article shall be by a show 
of hands. 

Article 16 


Non-members of the Conference including members of the NATO 
Council of Ministers, the Secretariat of NATO, members of the perma- 
nent Council, and of SHAPE may be invited by the Conference to 
attend it and address it. 


III. Comnirrres—PRocevvure 
Article 17 


The Conference shall appoint a Committee for political affairs and 
a Committee to deal with matters arising under Article 2 of the North 
Atlantic Treaty. Both these committees shall include at least one 


member of each delegation. 
Other committees may be appointed. 


Article 18 


Every committee shall appoint a Chairman and a deputy-Chairman 
from among its members. The first meeting of each committee shall 
be summoned by the Secretary of the Conference. Subsequent meet- 
ings of the Committee shall be decided on by its Chairman. 
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Article 19 


Every committee shall be entitled to appoint, and fix the powers of 
sub-committees of its members. 


Article 20 


Rules applicable at the Conference to the election of the President 
and the Vice-Presidents and to its resolutions and recommendations, 
to amendments, to the right of inviting observers or speakers to proce- 
dural motions and to the methods of voting shall, mutatis mutandis, 
apply in committees or sub-committees. 


Article 21 


No committee shall adopt any proposed resolution or recommenda- 
tion unless at least half its members is present. 


Article 22 


Committee meetings shall not be held in public. Any delegate shall 
be entitled to attend any meeting of any committee of which he is not 
a member, unless the committee has decided to the contrary, but only 
as a spectator. 

Article 23 


Each committee shall appoint a rapporteur for each matter with 
which it is entrusted. 


Article 24 


The report shall contain a summary of the discussion, the result of 


votes and any proposed resolution or recommendation whose adoption 
the committee may wish to recommend. 


Article 25 


Committees shall have the right of inviting non-members of the 
Conference to attend or address it as in Article 16. 


IV. Use or LANGUAGES 
Article 26 


The official languages of the Conference shall be French and 
English. Speeches made in either of the two official languages shall 
be interpreted. Any delegate wishing to use any other language 
shall be personally responsible for ensuring its interpretation into 
one of the official languages. 


V. Rerorts—Pvus.icaTIONs 
Article 27 


Summaries of the sittings of the Conference shall be drawn up by 
the Secretariat. These summaries shall, unless objected to, be 
adopted at the beginning of the following sitting of the Conference. 
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Article 28 


A full report of the Conference debates shall be supplied to dele- 
gates. 

The Secretariat shall also be responsible for distributing the docu 
ments for each sitting and all resolutions etc. emanating from the 
Conference. 

VI. Secretariat 


Article 29 


The Conference and its Secretariat shall be administered by an 
Executive Secretary to be appointed by the Standing Committee and 
responsible to the Secretary. 

The latter shall be entitled to delegate his administrative authority 
to the Executive Secretary. 


VIL. Tue Sranpinc ComMirrer 
Article 30 


Before ending its session the Conference shall set up a Standing 
Committee which shall be responsible for organising the following 
Conference. 

This Standing Committee shall consist, save as provided below, of 
one member of each delegation, appointed by the delegation with 
right of substitution. 

The Conference President and Vice-Presidents shall each be mem- 
bers of, and represent their delegations upon, this Committee. 

The Secretary and the Treasurer shall attend meetings of this Com- 
mittee, but either of them shall be entitled to vote there only in the 
absence of the member representing his delegation upon it. 

Meetings of the Standing Committee shall be summoned by its 
Chairman. The Secretary of the Conference shall ex officio be the 
Committee’s Secretary. 

The same rules shall apply to the Standing Committee as are laid 
down in Article 17 and the following articles for other Committees. 


Article 31 


The main tasks of the Standing Committee shall be as follows: 

1. To draw up and circulate after due consultation, the proposed 
Agenda for the next Session of the Conference not less than 3 weeks 
ae the opening date. 

. If necessary, to appoint, in agreement with the presiding officers 
“ associations or of national parliaments and subject to budgetary 
considerations, committees, and decide their purposes. 

3. To prepare the Conference budget and adopt it provisionally. 

4. To manage the Conference funds in accordance with its budget 
and to present an account of them to each Conference. The Treasurer 
is responsible for the administration of these funds. 

5. 'To take all useful measures for the next meeting of the Confer- 
ence.

NORTH ATLANTIC TREATY

The Parties to this Treaty? reaffirm their faith in the purposes and 
principles of the Charter of the United Nations and their desire to 
live in peace with all peoples and all governments. 

They are determined to safeguard the freedom, common heritage and 
civilization of their peoples, founded on the principles of democracy, 
individual liberty and the rule of law. 

They seek to promote stability and well-being in the North Atlantic 
area, 

They are resolved to unite their efforts for collective defense and for 
the preservation of peace and security. 

They therefore agree to this North Atlantic Treaty : 


ARTCLE 1 


The Parties undertake, as set forth in the Charter of the United Na- 
tions, to settle any international disputes in which they may be in- 
volved by peaceful means in such a manner that international] peace 
and security, and justice, are not endangered, and to refrain in their 
international relations from the threat or use of force in any manner 
inconsistent with the purposes of the United Nations. 


ARTICLE 2 


The Parties will contribute toward the further development of peace- 
ful and friendly international relations by strengthening their free 
institutions, by bringing about a better understanding of the prin- 
ciples upon whlel these institutions are founded, and by promoting 
conditions of stability and well-being. They will seek to eliminate 
conflict in their international economic policies and will encourage 
economic collaboration between any or all of them. 


ARTICLE 3 


In order more effectively to achieve the objectives of this Treaty, the 
Parties, separately and jointly, by means of continuous and effective

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pepe and mutual aid, will maintain and develop their individual 
and collective capacity to resist armed attack. 


ARTICLE 4 


The Parties will consult together whenever, in the opinion of any of 
them, the territorial integrity, political independence or security of 
any of the Parties is threatened. 


ARTICLE 5 


The Parties agree that an armed attack against one or more of them 
in Europe or North America shall be considered an attack against them 
all; and consequently they agree that, if such an armed attack occurs, 
each of them, in exercise of the right of individual or collective self- 
defense recognized by Article 51 of the Charter of the United Nations, 
will assist the Party or Parties so attacked by taking forthwith, in- 
dividually and in concert with the other Parties, such action as it 
deems necessary, including the use of armed force, to restore and main- 
tain the security of the North Atlantic area. 

Any such armed attack and all measures taken as a result thereof 
shall immediately be reported to the Security Council. Such meas- 
ures shall be terminated when the Security Council has taken the 
measures necessary to restore and maintain international peace and 
security. 

ARTICLE 6 * 


For the purpose of Article 5, an armed attack on one or more of the 
Parties is deemed to include an armed attack— 

(i) on the territory of any of the Parties in Europe or North 
America, on the Algerian Departments of France, on the terri- 
tory of Turkey or the islands under the jurisdiction of any of the 
Parties in the North Atlantic area north of the Tropic of Cancer ; 

(ii) on the forces, vessels or aircraft of any of the Parties, 
when in or over these territories or any other area in Europe in 
which occupation forces of any of the Parties were stationed on 
the date when the Treaty entered into force or the Mediterranean 
Sea or the North Atlantic area north of the Tropic of Cancer. 


ARTICLE 7 


The Treaty does not affect, and shall not be interpreted as affecting, 
in any way the rights and obligations under the Charter of the Parties 
which are members of the United Nations, or the primary responsi- 
bility of the Security Council for the maintenance of international 
peace and security.

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ARTICLE 8 


Each Party declares that none of the international engagements 
now in force between it and any other of the Parties or any third 
state is in conflict with the provisions of this Treaty, and undertakes 
not to enter into any international engagement in conflict with this 
Treaty. 

ARTICLE 9 


The Parties hereby establish a council, on which each of them shall 
be represented, to consider matters concerning the implementation of 
this Treaty. The council shall be so organized as to be able to meet 
PEOmeAT at any time. The council shall set up such subsidiary bodies 
as may be necessary; in particular it shall establish immediately a 
defense committee which shall recommend measures for the implemen- 
tation of Articles 3 and 5. 


ARTICLE 10 


The Parties may, by unanimous agreement, invite any other Kuro- 
pean state in a position to further the principles of this Treaty and 
to contribute to the security of the North Atlantic area to accede to 
this Treaty. Any state so invited may become a party to the Treaty by 
depositing its instrument of accession with the Government of the 
United States of America. The Government of the United States 
of America will inform each of the Parties of the deposit of each such 
instrument of accession. 


ARTICLE i1 


This Treaty shall be ratified and its provisions carried out by the 
Parties in accordance with their respective constitutional processes. 
The instruments of ratification shall be deposited as soon as possible 
with the Government of the United States of America, which will 
notify all the other signatories of each deposit. The Treaty shall 
enter into force between the states which have ratified it as soon as 
the ratification of the majority of the signatories, including the rati- 
fications of Belgium, Canada, France, Luxembourg, the Netherlands, 
the United Kingdom and the United States, have been deposited and 
shall come into effect with respect to other states on the date of de- 
posit of their ratifications. 

ARTICLE 12 


After the Treaty has been in force for ten years, or at any time there- 
after, the Parties shall, if any of them so requests, consults together 
for the purpose of reviewing the Treaty, having regard for the fac- 
tors then affecting peace and security in the North Atlantic area, in- 
cluding the development of universal as well as regional arrange- 
ments under the Charter of the United Nations for the maintenance 
of international peace and security. 


ARTICLE 13 


After the Treaty has been in force for twenty years, any Party 
may cease to be a party one year after its notice of denunciation has 
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been given to the Government of the United States of America, which 
will inform the Governments of the other Parties of the deposit of each 
notice of denunciation. 

ARTICLE 14 


This Treaty, of which the English and French texts are equally 
authentic, shall be deposited in the archives of the Government of 
the United States of America. Duly certified copies thereof will be 
transmitted by that Government to the Governments of the other 
signatories.
